Most residence telephone users 
In Antioch will pay about a penny 
a day more for service as a result 
of the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion's order increasing Illinois Bell's 
revenue, according to J. M. Littler, 
manager here. The order trimmed 
25c from the amount asked by the 
company for monthly charges for 
residence service. 

Three hundred and seventy-six 
four-party residence customers will 
pay 29c a month more than the 
present rate; 111 two-party resi- 
dence- customers will pay 35c a 
month 1 more, and the 203 one-party 
customers 50c mare. The price of 
one-party business service will -go 
up $2.00 a month and the two-par- 
ty business rate will be increased 
$1.50 a month.

Club Asks Change 

In Bail Regulation 

The Chicago Motor Club . today 
attacked the hardship caused mo- 
torists by so-called "horse and 
buggy" rules of procedure in handl- 
ing traffic violations. 

The Motor Club pointed out that 
under the ancient rules treating 
alike all persons accused of crim- 
inal offenses a motorist cannot de- 
posit. bail in the county in which he 
lives to guarantee his, appearance 
for trial In another Illinois county, 

A typical example of the incon- 
venience and hardship caused by 
the present law was cited by Motor 
Club president Chas. M. Hayes. 
"Suppose a warrant Is Issued by a 
court in Cairo for the arrest of a 
motorist living in Rockford, at the 
opposite end of the state. If the 
arrest is made in Rockford, the mo- 
torist will then be brought back 
to Cairo, «ome 200 miles away, Jo 
post security." 

To relieve this hardship to mo- 
torists and to modernize the Illinois 
Vehicle code, the Motor club pro- 
poses two amendments, Hayes said. 
"Under these suggested amend-* 
ments, a person arrested on a war- 
rant for an alleged violation of a 
traffic regulation would be given 
the opportunity to post bail in the 
county where he was taken Into 
cuntody. He would not.be required 
to travel with the arresting officer, 
perhaps several hundred miles, back 
to the court which issued the war- 
rant," merely , to put up bail,'?. 

Hayes I added that similar laws, 
are in effect in ■ number of etates.

Last year, according to the New Mexico State 
Extension Service, U. S. fanners used 7,000,000 tons of 
finished steel — mote -than is used in a year's automo- 
bile output— along'. with 16,500,000,000 gallons of crude 
petroleum, 320, W0.0OO pounds of -raw rubber, 15,000,- 
COO.OOO kilowatt-hours of electric' power, and vast 
quantities of other materials. These resources were 
used largely to produce, operate and maintain all 
manner of machines which perform the basic tasks 
swiftly, efficiently and cheaply; which have greatly 
reduced the amount of muscle-power needed; and 
which are the farmer's principal allies in preventing 
erosion and water damage and in preserving and im- 
proving the ability of the soil to produce. 

On the average, each of us 150,000,000-odd Ameri- 
cans cats more than three-quarters of a ton of food 
annually. Only a small proportion of us is needed to 
supply that incredible quantity of food, along with 
large amounts for export. That is the measure of the 
farm equipment industry's . contribution to agricul- 
ture.

Clearing the Air 

In mid-March, the Supreme Court handed down 
a decision of the first importance, Involving the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, the Interior Department, and 
a light and power utility. 

Some time ago FPC had granted this utility a li- 
cense to build, with its own funds, a multi-million 
dollar electric plant on the Roanoke River in Virginia. 
But Interior, which for many years had pursued a 
policy of forcing socialization of the power industry 
on the country by direct and devious means alike, op- 
posed the license. The case went into the courts. It 
ended when the Supreme Court held In favor of the 
Federal Power Commission, stating that FPC had the 
jurisdiction to issue the license involved. 

Thus, in effect, the Court said that FPC had the 
right and authority to do what it was created to do 
by Congress. It is obvious that there would be no 
point in FPC's existence if Its decisions could be suc- 
cessfully challenged by other government bureaus 
which were primarily interested in grinding their 
own axes. 

Secondly, the decision is gratifying to everyone 
who believes in private enterprise — and who has 
watched with dismay the 20-year- long trend toward 
socialism and super-government in this country. 
That trend has been most marked in the electric- • 
power field.

Antioch is gradually becoming 
known throughout the area as the 
"flyln'cst town" of its size in the 
middle west, and a new airplane 
owner will . soon Join the ranks 
when a Cessna 140, two place plane 
Is delivered this week to Ken 
Kirchmeyer, 704 Main street, 

Antioch community boasts five' 
air strips within a few miles of 
town and a good many pilots have 
ships based at Kenosha and Wau- 
kegan.

D. P. Falconer at 
Mundelein Saturday 



The Organic Soil Builders of 
Lake County will sponsor a county 
wide meeting Saturday, April 25, 
at 8:00 p. m. at the Mundelein Vil- 
lage hall in Mundelein. Donald P. 
Falconer will spak on "Compost as 
I See It." 

Mr. Falconer Is a graduate Civil 
Engineer of the University of Wis- 
consin of the class of "way back 
when" or thereabouts, and lives In 
Evanston. He is n former member 
of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, the American Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgical Engin- 
eers, the American Foundrymen's 
association, the American Accousti- 
cal society and at present, a mem- 
ber of the American Ceramic so- 
ciety. His business as engineer 
deals %vith clay, technical cements, 
industrial minerals and his hobbies , 
are: Organic farming; photography 
(at present he is the editor of the 
CACCA News, Chicago Area Cam- 
era Club Association); prophesies 
in the Bible. 

In his talk Mr. Falconer will 
cover how Mother Nature prepares, 
the soil, why minerals should be . 
added to compost, what these mln- . 
erals are and where to get them, | 
the kind of ferilizer that results 
from such efforts and how to use 
such material. The talk will be 
informal without scientific palaver 
and any instructions for making 
compost will be of the kind to mini- 
mize work. An article on Im- 
promptu Compost by Mr. Falconer 
appeared In the March 1952 Organic 
Gardening magazine partially cov- 
ers what he will have to say.

HELP FOR ACNE 
by Science Features 

One of the most serious problems 
of many teen-agers is the unsightly 
and all-too-common outbreak of 
pimples and bumps on the skin 
which goes under the scientific 
name of acne. Usually occurring on 
the face, ncne can be a real social 
and vocational handicap. 

In a sense, acne seems to be one 
of the problems of growing-up. 
During adolescence many changes 
take place in the chemistry of the 
body. Among these is an over-pro- 
duction of oil by the milliona of 
tiny glands in the skin. Excess oils 
work their way to the surface, 
causing pimples and blackheads. 

Recent medical reports indicate 
that the antibiotic und sulfa drugs 
are extremely valuable in treating 
this condition, which in some de- 
gree afflicts an estimated nine out 
of ten teen-agers. These drugs act 
against the bacteria that apparent- 
ly play on important role in caus- 
ing acne. - 

One akin specialist who treated 
ten acne patients with oral doses of 
terramycin reported improvement 
in nine of the enses within 24 hours, 
with gradual disappearance of the 
infected bumps and pimples within 
ten days. Another grouo of 34 
patients — mostly girls— showed a 
100 per cent response to terramy- 
cin, given daily with milk. 

Antibiotics and sulfa drugs, used 
with hormones, resulted in improve- 
ment or cures in 94 per cent of 384 
acne cases studied, according to a 
report in the Journnl of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. Many of 
these caseB, the scientists said, had 
not responded to the older, widely 
used X-ray therapy.
